On the theory that the source of o river 
is the point from, which ita wators flow which 
lies the farthes! its mouth,, the source 
of the Yangtze is as located by Western 
geographers, But’tho above rule ia not in- 
variable ; the chief name a river bears-is 
not always applied to it throughout. On 
sucha theory there ought to be tiv Missouri. 
Perhaps we are strictly required to allow 
tho inhabitants of China to tettheif rivers bo 
deemed to rise where the natives of the coun- 
try chovse,—In that case the Yangtze isnot 
so long a river as is generally supposed, for 
the Chinese consider the Min (fs) river, 
which branches off at “Heiichoufa- in Sze 
chuan, to be the main stream and the Kinsha 
(the * River of Golden Sand’) amore tribu- 
tary.

It remains to-be seen how far the 
half-caatea, and oreoles, can be 
used in the ‘public. service; but the 
conditions of society vary ao greatly thot 
no general system can bo applied. .

Moreover, there are 
other than local difficulties’ to be faced. 
With the . opportunitiea afforded by 
the” possession of the Philippines, 
whero, 43 was. pointed out the other 
day -i0 Berlin, they would command 
the. China seas and the routo to the 
Far.East, the Americans will ‘also asaume & 
heavy and-serious responaibility. The in- 
crease of their Navy and the organisation 
‘of a military force for Colonial servico will 
be essential to the succesa of the project. 
Tt. angurs well-for the future that public 
men in the United States are fully alive to 
the complicated greatness yf the enterprisa 
to which, apparently, their Government is 
resolved to addreaa itself;-—In. England, it 
need hardly he said, the experiment would 
be watched with every. wish for its favour- 
able issue, :
